NEWSPAPERS STUDY 
PROBLEMS OF RADIO 


ORGANIZATIONS OF CANADIAN 
PUBLISHERS APPOINT COM- 
MITTEE ON SUBJECT 


TORONTO—To study the question 
of radio broadcasting in its relation 
to newspapers a jo nt committee has 
been named representing The Can- 
adian Press, co-operative news ser- 
vice of Canada, and the. Canadian 
Daily Newspapers Association. At 
} the annual conventions of the two 
bodies there was cons derable dis- 
| cussion of broadcasting in all its 
| phases, inchuding-the competitive ele 
; ment of radio broadcastng plants on 
| the basis of advertising revenue. 

The posit'on of the publishers was 
expressed by T. I, Ker, managng di- 
rectir of the Hamilton (Ontario) Spec 
tator, in his presidential address to 
the Canad an Daily Newspapers As- 
Sociation, “Our chief concern,” he 
sa.d, “should be to see that competi- 
‘Yon is fair. We should neither seek 
for ourselves, nor tolerate the grant- 
ng to others, priviieges which are 
not commonly available to all.’ 

It was expected that at the present 


session of Parliament the Govern- 
ment would announce a new 
radio policy which many ex- 


pected to include some form of Fed- 
eral control and operation. The mat- 
ter has been deferred, however, by

With the census of ancient times |
